1. Between |, and 17 November 1950, the Bismarck Easorne ch Veissenfolser Strasse 
Neumburg (17 52/y 89), wes occupied by an estimated 600 troops. <Abcut one 
tied of the windows of the headquarters building on Vieissenfelser Strasse 
at the corner of Luxeaburgstrasse, were lighted at dusk, OLficersywho wore 
rec~bordered black epaulets were seen leaving the. headquarters building and 
going to the officers! billets on Luxenburgstrasse, Two thirds of the windows 
of the barracks building east of the headquarters building were Lighted at 
Gusk. Soldiers observed there wore black epaulets. Some of them had their 
hair closely crooped, All the wincows of the second barracks. building west 
of the guardhouse were iightec in the evening. Soldiers there wore black 
epaulets. Nalf of the windows of the third barracks building wes® of the 
Suaerdnouse were lighted at dusk, Soldiers seen there wore black epaulets with 
Sisnal insignia, I, the mess and Px building, only the windows in the upper 
floor were lighted. ALL the windows in the two nex. buildings in the rear of 
the billeting area were Lighted. The buildings seemed to be occupied to capae 
city.
